‘Rose’ Had Torn Up His Translations, 
and He Took Chloral 
While at a Down- 
town Hotel. 


Prof. Waldemar Malmene, widely known 
in musical circles in this country and 
Europe, was found unconscious in the Van 
Studdiford Hotel, on Pine st., between Sev- 
enth and Eighth, at 8 o’clock Friday morn- 
ing. 

He was suffering from an overdose of 
chloral, perhaps taken with suicidal intent, 

At the City Dispensary Dr. Kearney ad- 
ministered temporary relief and forwarded 
the sufferer to the City Hospital. 

From a communication received by his 
son, Waldemar Malmene, Jr., of 3954 Sher- 
man place, Friday morning, the professor’s 
presence at the downtown hotel is thought 
to have been due to domestic troubles. 

The note, written on hotel stationery, is 
as follows: 


Feb. 23, 1899. 
Dear Waldemar—My disagreements with Roxe 
are such that I cannot stay at home to-night. 
I have been frequently ordered out of the house. 
Therefore Ihave taken a bed in this hotel. To- 
day, for the most trivial causes, she destroyed 
some of my translations which I had worked 
on two weeks. My mind is completely upset, 
as this is the third time she has taken such 
pace revenge. As I feel that I cannot sleep I 
ve taken a dose of chloral, which I hope will 
give me rest. I need it very much. This com- 
munication is, of course, private, but I feel I 
must tell someone. Come to see we in the 
morning. Love to all, your affectionate father, 
WALDBEMAR MALMEN 


Dr. Amix of the City Hospital staff found 
Prof. Malmene had long been a sufferer 
from kidney troubles. The coma in which 
the unconscious man lay from the time he 
was brought in as a patient. the doctor de- 
clared to be uremic rather than resulting 
from the drug. In a man of Prof. Mal- 
mene’s age, the doctor said, the symptoms 
were most discouraging, and though death 
might not ensue for several days it would 
in all probability have to be assigned to his 
organic complaint. 

Mrs. Rose Malmene called at the City 
Hospftal at 11 o’clock to see her husband. 
She is the person mentioned in the letter. 

Her first: information of her husband’s 
condition was learned about 9:30 o'clock 
from young Waldemar Malmene, her

fessor’s absence from home over night, and 
when her stepson called her first question 
was for her husband's whereabouts. 

Mr. M: ilmene left his home at 2706 Locust 
st. about 7 o’clock Thursday evening.

The untimely speech aroused the piano 
dealer, who took Mr. Ma!lmene to task for 
it. The two old friends parted with a cool- 
ness between them which has been softened 
only with the news that the despondent 
man was about to pass away. 

The Malmene family left St. Louts dur- 
ing the early spring of 18% to reside in 
Chicago. Mr. Malmene dd not encounter 
prosperity during the World’s Fair, and 
twice In that year swallowed morphine and 
chloral, apparertly to avcid further exisit- 
ence as a luckless man. Fach time he went 
to a hotel. As. he was always discovered | 
before death followed the dose. and subse- 
quently arrested, accounts for the fact that 
h’s attempts at suicide never became a 
subject of newspaper notice. 

It was his habit, hts wife says, to declare 
his intention to do away with himself 
every time he had a spell of the blues. 

Mr. Malmene had ‘been seen only onte or 
twice down town within the last ‘week. 
He had no regular office, but was accus- 
tomed to make the round of the Olive st. 
music stores to get his mail and meet those 
persons who wished to see him on busi- 
ness. It was noticed by all with whom he 
came in contact that he was more than 
omdinary meloncholy.

He was for a 
time musical Instructor in the Missouri 
School for the Blind, and in the St. Louis 
High School. 

He was a composer of many ballads and 
lees, some of the best tae ae of 
which are “Lips Like Roses,” “Ebb Tide,’ 
“Tell Me So” and “Invocation to Spring.”

‘SECRETARY HENRY SAYS SO. 


Missouri Company Lines to Be Operat- 
ed by Electricity Conveyed in the 
Present Underground Conduit. 


The motive power on the Olive st. line 
will be changed this spring from cable to 
underground electricity. 

The conduit now used 
enclose the wires. 

This positive announcement was made 
Friday morning by Franklin R. Henry, Sec- 
retary for the Missouri Railway Co., which 
controls the Olive st., Walnut st. and La- 
clede av. lines. 

The announcement was made to the Major

power. not being up to date.

INDICTMENTS MAY FOLLOW. 


BOILER INSPECTOR CASE TO BE 
EXAMINED FIRST. 


Street Railway Secretaries Before the 
Committee—A Recommendation 
Ready for the General 
Assembly. 


— -——— -- 


A transcript of the evidence secured by 
the Major Committee in its investigation 
of the Boiler Inspector's office is in the 
hands of the grand jury. Chairman Major 
sent the typewritten report to Foreman J. 
B. C. Lucas by Sergeant-at-Arms Wooten 
Fyiday morning. 

“Damn-the-State-of-M'ssouri’’ Price, H. 
H, Philper and Harry A. Nuttall, the little 
grafter, will now be investigated by a body 
vested with power to indict. 

The case wil] doubtless be taken up at 
once, The grand jury’s partial report made 
Thursday disposed of most of the tangible 
charges before that body. While outlining 
other work the Boiler Inspector’s office 


can be taken up and disposed of. The 
Major Committee secured a moral convic- 
tion against Price, Philper and Nuttall. 
A rehearing of the evidence contained in 
the transcript is all that is necessary for 
the grand jury. 

The members of the Major Committee will 
be surprised if indictments are not returned 
in the case. They were so thoroughly satis- 
fied with the committee’s expose of specific 
irregularities in the office and the sale of 
engineers’ licenses that they refused to take 
up more time to uncover further instances 
of crookedness and ended the investigation, 

with a number of witnesses yet to be 
heard. 

The grand jury cannot indict on the mere 
transcript. They will subpena the wit- 
nesses heard ‘by the committee and possibly 
others. The transcript. is simply informa- 
tion for the grand jury, which is an inquir- 
ne body and must base testimony on verbal 

vidence. 

“The fact that -the grand jury has taken 
up fhe Price case has an important bearing 
on the future doings of the Major Commit- 
tee. The grand jury intends to follow up 
the committee's investigations, one by one, 
as the latter suggests. 

Stenographer Sambourin will begin work 
on a transcript of the sestimeny adduced 
in the License Commissioner's’ office as 
soon as possible, whieh will be sent to the 
grand jury when completed. 

In this letter to the grand jury accom- 
panying the transcrip: Friday. Chairman 
Major said he was pleased to comply with 
the request made Feb. 14, and that he 
would submit other information as fast as 
it came out in the committe room and could 
be transcribed. 


The morning session of the Major Com- 
mittee develoned into an investigation of 
the State Board of Equalization. Evidence 
as to the value of St. Louis street railway 
property was heard. The secretaries of the 
several companies testified as to the mar- 
ket value of their stocks and bonds. 

It is the purpose of the investigation to 
show that street railway companies pay 
taxes on only about one-half the value of 
their real and personal property. The as- 
sessment fs made bv the State Board of 
Equalization. The St. Louis assessor has 
nothing ta do with it. 

It is the committee’s theory that a rail- 
way company should pay taxes on a sum 
equivalent to the market value of the road, 
as shown by the quotations on its stoc ks 
and bonds; the real and personal property 
should be assessed from Wis standpoint, re- 
gardless of the value of ‘adjacent real es- 
tate and the cost of equipment. A recom- 
mendation to this effect wll be made in 
the committee's revort to the Legislature.

HALF FROZEN 
AND WOUND 


Watchman of Ballwin Found 
Lying in the Snow. 


ASSAULTED BY HIGHWAYMEN. 


FIERCE STRUGGLE WITH ROBBERS 
IN THE BLIZZARD. 


They Rified His Pockets and Left Him 
Dying in the Open—Found by 
a Neighbor, Who Carried 
Him Home. 


John Carron, a watchman 
St. Louis County, was found half frozen. 
unconscious and suffering from many 
wounds, on the Manchester road Thurs- 
day. He had lain there several hours and 
was picked up by a passing farmer, who 
conveyed him to his home in a wagon. 

Carron had revived sufficiently Friday 
morning to tell his story. He says at 2 
o'clock Thursday morning, when the fierce 
gale began to sweep over the town of 
Ballwin, he started towards his home. He 
was walking in the teeth of the cold wind, 
along the Manchester road and hence did 
not observe. the men who were rapidly 
following in his footsteps. 

At a lonely spot the trio of highwaymen 
jumped upon Carron, who had turned just 
in time to avoid the first blow. He gave 
them instant battle, but found no oppor- 
tunity to get at his revolver. 

One of the three assaulted him fiercely 
from behind, using the butt end of a re- 
volver until he fell unconscious, bleeding 
from many wounds, 

Carron remembers nothing more until 
he was revived at home. His pockets were 
turned wrong side out and $2 in money— 
all he had—was gone. 

It will be remembered t Thursday 
morning’s weather was in e nature of 
a blizzard. Carron was half covered with 
snow and it will be a wonder if he sur- 
vives his present condition. ;

dssengers which she had taken off the 
Dulgatia. The Bulgaria was spoken by the 
Weehawken on Feb. 6. She was pro- 
nounced to be in a sinking condition. She 
had a crew of 9S men and carried 41 pas- 
sengers. 

The Weehawken lost sight of the Bul- 
garia during Feb. 56 and was obliged to 
proceed, her small boats having been 
ewept away and her bunkers being full of 
water. The rescued passengers of the Bul- 


garia reported that the cargo of the Bul-' 


ria shifted, throwing the steamer on her 
eam ends, and that although a quantity 
of her cargo was jettisoned, the crew were 
unable to right her. During the gale 100 
horses were lost from the Bulgaria and @ 
boat with five men in her went adrift. 

The story of the experience of the Bul- 
garia as told by Second Officer Scharges, 
whe was picked up by the Weehawken, is a 
thrilling one. 

“On Feb. 1, at about 8 p. m.,” said he, 
“a hurricane of so severe a nature was 
encountered that it was found impossible 
‘to make any headway, and at 2 a. m. 
following day we were forced to heave to. 
The flying bridges, both fore and aft, were 
carried away and seamen and passengers 
were afraid to venture on deck for fear of 
being swept into the sea. About 7 a. mM. 
the spring in the rudder, which is used to 
break the strain of heavy seas, collapsed, 
and soon afterward the entire steering gear 
was washed away. The steamer then feli 
in the trough and was left at the mercy of 
the wind and waves. ; 

“Sea after sea swept over us,’’ continued 
Second Officer Scharges, ‘“‘smashing in the 
doors of the calbin, and deck houses, flood- 
ing the main deck, and creating havoc and 
disorder al! over the ship. To make matters 
worse 100 horses that were stabled on the 
upper forward deck, stampeded and in their 
fright made a wild dash, trampling each 
other to death. This state of affairs lasted 
until all but 20 had been killed or drowned 
in the waeh of the waves. 

“Then the butcher of the vessel with a 
number of seamen went into the pen and 
tried to quiet the beasts that remained. 
This falling, as did also the attempt to 
force the frenzied animals overboard, their 
throats were cut. Before the maddened 
animals were dispatched, however, tho 
butcher had both his legs broken and one 
of the seamen was badly injured. 

“Any idea that cur troubles were over 
was soon dispelled when it was found that 
the vessel] was ieaking. All the hatch cOver- 
ings had been blown off and before they 
could be replaced four of the seven holes 
filled and all had considerable water in 
them. The cargo next shifted, listing the 
@teamer heavily to port. In addition the 
carcasses of the dead horses washed aport, 
edding to the heavy list. 

“For 72 hours,”’ safd Mr. Scharges, ‘‘pas- 
sengers and crew worked like slaves, throw- 
ing cargo overboard t® lighten the ship, but 
it was of little avall.

“Inch by inch, foot by foot, the ship set- 
thd. and as she sank deeper the waves 
Washed with greater force and freedom 
over her. One wave carried away eight of 
the lifeboats from the tow-lying port side, 
and with these went much of the hope 
from the hearts of ae ngers and crew. 

“At 4 o'clock on the morning of the 6th,” 
he continued, “‘the order wae given to call 
all hands on deck to prepare to take to the 
onan boats. . * 

’ e water had floode@ithe engine 
and four pumps could rot Looe tt Goon. 
It was then up to the grate bars, but the 
firemen still managed to keep the fires 
burning. Each passenger and seaman was 
Riven a life-preserver and the remaining 
boats were gotten ready and provisioned 
Shortly after daylight the three steamers.

| clerk at $53.33 a month and a stenographer 
0 a month. He shall exercise super- 
Visory control over steam and power planta 
of all buildings owned and operated by the 
State, and- shall inspect them every three 
months. 

At stated periods, and as often as once 
in three months, the State engineer shall 
hold in each city an examination of appii- 
cants for engineer licenses, which shall be 
duly advertised beforehand. He ghall also 
prepare for each examination new and re- 
vised questions, which shall not be known 
before the hour of examination. 

The examinations shall be written and 
oral and shall include practical demonstra- 
tien, and the fee to be paid by each appli- 
cant shall be $5. No person shall receive a 
certificate unless he shall make a percent- 
age of 70 or more. Each certificate shall 
remain in force one year, unless revoked, 
and shall be renewed upon payment of ®. 

Applicants may secure licenses to handle 
any description of steam boilers, steam and 
elevator machinery anywhere in the State 
upon payment of $10 and a percentage of 8&0. 

The office of State engineer shall be lo- 
cated in St. Louis. The fees are to go into 
the State Treasury. 

The act does not apply to locomotive en- 
gineers. Violators of the act are to be fined 
from $25 to $50, or by imprisonment,

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SHREWD SMUGGLERS, 
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SWISS WATCH MOVEMENTS BY 
WAY OF CANADA. 


ORGANIZED GANG AT WORK. 


For Some Time Certain Dealers Have 
Been Able to Undersell 
All Others. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—Local custom of- 
ficials are authority for the statement that 
the seizure last week of some 120 Swiss 
watch movements and one-half that num- 
ber of goid cases in the office of A. W. 
Levy of this city points directly to the ex- 
istence of an organized gang of smugglers 
which they are in hopes of soon apprehend- 
ing. 

The movements. and cases taken from 
Levy's office were appraised to-day and 
valued at from $8000 to $10.000, but this rep- 
resents only a small portion ef the total 
value of the movements smuegled into this 
country during the past year. The ai- 
tention of the custom officiale was first 
called to the matter by jewelry dealers, who 
complained that the Swiss movements were 
beihg sold at prices that defied honest com- 
petition Investigation by the custom of 
ficials proved that the watches found in 
Levy's office were not entered for duty 
at this port, Philadelphia or Boston. ‘TNhey 
velieve that the movements were smuggled 
across the border from Canada after be- 
ing imported te Canada from Furope. 
Sw ss movements vay only 10 per cent duty 
in Canada, wherexs 60 per cent ad valorem 
is the duty in this country. 

All the watches seized bear the inscrip- 
tion on the diai “Springfleld Watch Co.” 
Along the inner edge and cleverly hidden 
when the movement in its case is the 
mark ‘‘Mede in Switzerland.’ This is con- 
trary to the marking law, which specifies 
that the name of the country of orgin 
shall appear in continuity with the do- 
mestic mark if there be any. The move-

“Tetanus caused by vaccination’ was the 
explanation given by Dr. F. KE. Chase of 
Rock Springs on the death certificate, re- 
turned Wedne.cday, of Willie Schmiedes, the 
12-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
Schmiedes of 4441 Papin st. It ‘s said to be 
the first case of leckjaw due to vaccina- 
tion on record in St. Louis. 

Friday Dr. Chase said he did not mean 
to imply that the virus caused lockjaw, 
but that the wound or opening made by the 
vacc-ne joint nad afforded an entrance for 
the tetanus microbes. To be he 
Said death was due to “tetanus by 
the traumatism of vaccination.”’ 

Willie Schmiedes died an agonzing death. 
For three days he was in spasms. Toxemla 
ensued, the m-.crobes consuming the life 
particles in the blood and throwing off ¢ 
toxic poison in the lad’s veins which finally 
caused his demise.,

Miss Slater observed that he was grow- 
ing pale and had him sit down on one of the 
kindergarten chairs, near the radiator. 
Hardly had he seated himself when he 
fainted. 

Dr. Specht dashed water in his face and 
then applied cold clothes to the back of his 
neck, He recovered. It was then 11:45 
o’ clock, ard Miss Slater detailed a boy to 
walk home with Willie

A CONFERENCE HELD TO AGREE 
ON LEGISLATION. 


Speaker Ward’s Course and the Clerical 
Scandal Likely to Bring About a 
Reorganization of the 
Lower House. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, (Mo., Feb. 4.—No Ka- 
leidoscope could change more completely or 
with greater rapidity than has the situa. 
tien in the Legislature in the past 24 hours. 

There has been a new alignment, Gov. 
Stephens has openly called to h'‘s aid tne 
very men whom wd than a month ago ne 
desounced as assistant Republicans, while 
the stock of Speaker Ward has steadily 
dropped. In fact, on every hand one hears 
talk about a reorganization of the House, 
and in the present unsettled state of that 


eccentric body it would be no wonder if it 
did choose another set of cff.cers. But that 
is in the uncertain future. 

Things strange enough are happening 
Wilaout speculating about what may hap- 


en. 
“ro can be little doubt that in the eyes 
of most persons who know the situation, 
Speaker Ward :s a political orpnan, 

He was elected Speaker by Auditor Sel- 
bert, and when Mr. Seibert advised him to 
be politic and treat the Whitecotton fill- 
pino faction well .m the disposal of the com- 
mitiee chairmanships, the man from §tod- 
dard turned a deat ear and ignored every 
member who had supported any but him- 
seif. He became exceedingly friendiy with 
the Governor, and Mr. Seibert dropped him, 
The :ntimacy between the Speaker and the 
Governor Was Warmest when the Governor 
had his tilt with Whitecotton and the Fiii- 
pinos.

licenses be incrdased to $200 a year, without 
increasing the jotal tax should be passed, 
It was suggested as another means of in- 
creasing the ref\enue that a licenge tax of 
$3 be imposed Upon all vendors of liquor in 
the State, which would include drug stores. 

Senator Orchard and Representative 
Whitecotton were appointed a committee by 
the Governor, who acted as chairman of 
the conference, tg frame such a law and 
Teport at another conference to be held 
within a few days. The conference then 
ended. 

The meaning of this is that the gentlemen 
who participated in this conference and 
a@ny others who ay be invited to future 
meetings, will constitute a steering com- 
mittee, which will he backed by the Gov- 
ernor, whose objec will be to direct legis- 
fation in the desired channels and to get 
Some work out of the Leg'slature.

SENSE GIVEN BY SURGERY. 


Removal of Portions of a Skull Will 
Develop an Idiot Into an Intel- 
ligent Woman. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—By removal of a 
piece of bone from each side of the skull 
‘Marion Featherstone, aged 3, will, the doc- 
tors are now sure, be saved from hopeless 


idiocy, and probably will grow up a woman 
of normal intellect. A second operation will 
be necessary in two or three weeks to com- 
plete the work, but from the success of 
the first operation performed this week the 
surgeons have no doubt that the recovery 
of the child will 'be complete. 

Surgeons at Bellevue found that the 
sutures forming the large bones of the 
skull of the child had become prematurely 
ossified, thus preventing the dévelopment 
of the brain. The child was etherized and 
a piece of bone two inches long was taken 
from the left side of the skull, commencing 
just above the temple and extending toward 
the back of the. héad. By this operation 
the occipital and parietel bones, which had 
become firmly united, were separated. A 
similar operation on the right side of the 
head will ‘be performed in two or three 
weeks. 


IT WAS A DESPICABLE TRICK. 


Mr. Gustave Dooley and 120 Carpen- 
ters Were the Victims. 

A despicable trick was played upon Gus- 
tave Dooley of 455 N. Sarah st. and 120 car- 
penters in search of employment. a 

Last Sunday a “Carpenters Wanted ad. 
of two lines appeared in the Post-Dispatch 
as coming from the above number. An in- 
vestigation made and reported by the Globe- 
Democrat showed that 120 men responded. 

Mr. Dooley was unable to understand the 
eall of the army of carpenters, which in- 
cluded the Secretary of the Carpenters 
Council, who urged that none but Union 
men be employed. However, on consulta- 
tion with some of the callers who pro- 
duced the smal! ‘‘ad.” from the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch, the fact was revealed that 
some competitor or disgruntled person had 
pie yed the trick on him. 

In behalf of the victim and of the car- 
penters who lost their time, an investiga- 
tion has been started. 

About 2 o’clock Saturday a middle-aged 
man, apparently a workingman, drove up 
in front of Lamont’s drug store, corner 
Boyle av. and Olive st., which {s Branch 
Office No. 164 of the Post-Dispatch. He 
had a rather dilapidated spring’ wagon, 
without any sign. He stated that he wanted 
some carpenters and requested that a 
‘“‘want ad” be written out. This was done 
at his dictation, as it appeared in the paper. 
He tarried a few moments in the store, 
lighted a cigar he had bought, and left 
suddenly, as his horse had taken fright 
at a passing car and started to run away. 

Mr. Lamont states that he can easily 
identify the man if confronted with him. 
An_ investigation looking to identification 
and prosecution, if any law can be found 
to cover the offense, is under way. 


COURT LENIENT TO A SLAYER.

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WISDOM'S GUIDE POSTS. 


Washington's tolemp warning against foreign entanglements 
has been the mainstay of anti-imperialists. The Sunday Post- 
Dispatch showed how irreconcilable with the sentiments of 
Abraham Lincoln is the imperialistic policy of his degenerate 
successors. One searches in vain the utterances of great 
statesmen and thinkers for a defense of imperial aggrandize- 
ment. On the other hand, the greatest thinkers have written 
immortal protesis against it. In a speech made in Harrisburg 
in 1852, Daniel Webester said: 

let other governmments do as they will, it is not our duty 
to traverse the earth and make proselytes. Owr business is 
to prosglyte by our example, to convert man to republicanism 
by showing what repuvhblicanism can do in promoting the true 
ends of government. By this we can do more than a thous- 
and emissaries, more than ten thousand Peter the Hermits. 

Again in the Faneuil Hall speech the samefyear he uttered 
the following stronger and more, direct protest against im- 
perial expansion: 

I say to you, as I have said before and shall continue to 
say till the time of my death, that it is not in the nature of 
any colonial system of government to raise a country and 
raise a nation to the highest pitch of prosperity. It is inde- 
pendence; self-government; the liberty of the people to make 
laws for themselves, that has elevated us from the subdued 
feeling of colonial subjection, and placed us where we are.’ 
Francis Lieber, one of the most profound writers on govern- 
ment of this century, says: 

We cannot prepare a people for Mberty by centralized des- 
potism, no more than we can prepare for light by destroy- 
ing the means of vision. Nowhere can liberty develop itself 
out of despotism. It can only chronologically follow the rule 
of absolutism; and if it does so, it must begin with eliminat- 
ing fits antagonistic government. Every return to concen- 
trated despotism, therefore, creates an additional necessity of 
revolution, and throws an increased difficvlty in the way of 
obtaining freedom, 

Jefferson not only emphasized the maxim “never to entangle 


ourselves in the affairs of Europe,” but in his inaugural ad- 
dress he said: 


Sometimes ft is said that man cannot be trusted with the 
government of himself. Can he then be grusted with the gov- 
ernment of others? 

Of colonial government by republics Montesquieu said in his 
“Spirit of Laws’’: 

Their government is ever odious to the conquered States. 

It is apparently monarchical, but in reality it is much more 
oppressive than monarchy, as the experience of all ages and 
countries evinces. The conqueréd people are in a melancholy 
situation; they neither enjoy the advantages of a republic nor 
those of a monarchy.”’ 
When order has been restored in the Philippines and the 
people have corae to a calm consideration of the question it 
cannot be doubted that they will choose the righteous and 
safe path dictated by the highest wisdom.

THE SKATING RACE. 


IN 


WAS A REMARKABLE CONTEST. 


The Minneapolis Skater Made the Pace 
for the First Mile and Lopped Six 
Seconds Off the Rink Record. 


John S. Johnson's two-mile race at the Ice 
Palace last night will go down in history 
as yy of the greatest ever skated. 

the 13-lap track he went two miles 
in the remarkable time of 6:16 flat. 

Hie went the first mile in 3:01, and this 
makes the feat all the more remarkable. 

Johnson was not feeling in the best of con- 
dition when he went on the track, but after 
the flag was dropped and he was gent on 
his journey with Harley Davidson, E. C. 
Gilmore and A. H. Jones, he commenced to 
get warmed up, and as each lap was made 
the faster he would go, and before the first 
half-mile pole was passed he was spinning 
around the rink at a terrific gait. 

Harley Davidson, the champion of Can- 
ada, followed Johnson's pace perfectly, but 
Jones and G'‘lmore were completely out- 
classed, and they practically threw up the 
sponge when the first three-quarters of a 
mile was covered. 

Johnson made the pace for the first mile 
and when the pole was finally reached it 
was found that six seconds had been taken 
off the rink record. When this was an- 
nounced the crowd cheered the flying 
Swede enthusiastically. 

On the 14th lap Johnson dropped back and 
allowed Davidson to make the pace. The 
Canadian was going great guns, and John- 
son had to hustle to thang on. The race 
was on in earnest at this point, and Gil- 
more and Jones were no longer able to keep 
up with the cracks. The heart-breaking 
pace told so badly on Jones and Gilmore 
that they almost stopped to a standstill 
for a few seconds. 

Johnson and Davidson soon gained a full 
lap on on them, “ay shen the four raced 
together until the 25th lap, 

Wihen the gong Sounded for the last lap 
Johnson passed Gilmore and ones us 
though they were standing still. Davidson 
tried to do the same, but Gilmore cut hm 
off, and he was compelled to go on the 
outside. This caused the Canadian to lose 
several yards. Otherwise he would have 
made Johnson extend himself to win. As 
it was Johnson won by a few yards, while 
Davidson finished second, over a lap in 
front of Gilmore, who beat Jones about 20 
feet for the place. 

Louis L. Singer acted as starter, while 
QOharles @chroeter officiated as judge. 
iIManager Manning held the watch. 


Friday night Johnson, Davidson, Gilmore, 
Jones Husby and Richardson will meet in 
a half-mile race at the Ice Palace. John- 
san 79 recognized as the champion oo 
skater of the world, having beaten the fam- 
ous Nielson in the champfonship races at 
Montreal several weeks ago at a half mile. 
At that time he traversed the route in 
1:17 2-5th. Since then he broke all in and 
out-door records in a half mile against 
time at Pittsburg, on a nine-lap track. He 
covered the distance in 1:16 4-5ths. Harley 
Davidson is also a crack sprint skater, and 
he says he will come mighty near beating 
Johnson in the short race Friday night. 
Husby, who beat Joe Donaghue at a half 
mile several yeurs ago, also thinks he has 
a chance with the crack.

Himself. 


Master William Ferguson is not too young 
to have fads. He is only 15 years old and

Little Willie’s fads are—or rather were, 
for he will doubtless give them up now— 
chemistry and mutascope pictures, The 
fads have been his undoing. They have 
made him a prisoner of the Government, 
charged with the serious offense 
terfeiting. | 

Willie’s father formerly ran a hotel at 
Ninth and Chestnut sts.

Willie’s father was net lavish in the amount 
of pocket-money he gave the young in- 
valid. To keep up with the mutascope 
procession was more than Willle’s aow- 
ance would permit. The boy was just on 
the point of returning to his*beloved books, 
despite the parental wishes, when an idea 
struck him. 

He remembered that one day, while por- 
ing over his text book on chemistry, he 
had read how anhydrous calcium sulphate, 
or calcined._gypsum, and plumbum, one of 
the eiements having specific gravity of 11.87 
and atomic weight of 46.04, were some- 
times made use of by counterfeiters in 
carrying on their nefarious business.

Out 
of the plaster of Paris Willie constructed 
a mold as near like a b-cent piece as he 
Was able’to make it. He improvised a 
crucible and melted the plumbum init. His 
workshop was in the basement of his com- 
fortable two-sfory brick heme. He was 
free from all disturbances and turned out 
nickels faster than an incubator hatched 
eggs. 

“They were not very good looking nickles. 
A blind beggar wouid have refused them, 
but slot machines, for which they were 
especially manufactured, can't talk back, 
and when Willie first tried his experiment 
On them he found it worked to perfec®ion. 
A mutascope establishment jpn the Chemi- 
cal Building at Ninth and Olive sts. was 
the usual grounds for Willie's operations.

Peculiar Conditions Due to} 
Cold and Heat. 


IRON HINGES THAWED OUT. 


THEY EXPANDED, CLOSING THE 
SLOT IN PLACES. 


Cars Started Out and Became Stalled 
in Many Places Until the 
Entire System Was 
Paralyzed. 


Traffic on the Broadway cable system, 
the longest straightaway line in the world, 
was completely suspended Friday morning 
and part of the afternoon. 

Cars were strung along the street from 
Baden to Carondelet. 

The tie-up resulted in serious inconveni- 
ence to thousands of persons, some of 
whom were compelled to walk miles to g0 
to work, go across country to other lines 
or hire carriages. 

The cold weather of yesterday was in a 
way responsible for the railroad company’s 
misfortune, ang the keen, disappointment 
of the patrons; who live in all sections of 
St. Louis, as the system connects the north- 
ern and southern limits. 

Situated along the tracks, about 30 feet 
apart ,are iron traps or man-holes. They 
afford the workmen access to the cable 
rope when repairs have to be made. 

The hinges to the trap doors were frozen 
Thursday and fires were built to thaw them 
out. The iron expanded and, pressing 
Aga-nst the cable slot, contracted the metal. 
The aperture left was too small to permit 
the passage of the grip beam in many 
places. 

The cars were started out as usual at 5 
o'clock in the morning. They went along 
all right until they neared the center of the 
city, where the fires had been built, and 
then the trouble began. 

Grip rods stuck in the slots, cars came 
to a sudden standsfill and passengers were 
thrown violently about. 

The slots were pried open for a time and 
the cars proceeded a short distance, only 
to come to a stop again. 

General Manager Robert McCullough was 
on the scene early, A large force of men 
was put to work and other fires were built 
to counteract the effect of those yesterday 
and expand the slots. Not a car was run- 
ning at noon and the service was inter- 
mittent all the afternoon. 

An official stated that the trouble could 
not be remedied for several hours. 

Some of the cars got as far north as Cass 
av., and at Washington av. the street was 
blockaded. 

The cars going south began to run across 
Olive st. abotit noon, but it was said then 
that none would move along the north 
track before 3 o’clock, and no attempt at 
schedule time will be made to-night. 


PARCELS DELIVERY COMPANY. 


An Organization to Relieve Downtown 
Department Stores. 

A company has been organized to deliver 
parcels for the down-town stores of St, 
Louis. It will soon be incorporated with a 
capital stock of $50,000 

The new cancern believes it can deliver 
goods for the merchants to their patrons 
cheaper than they are now doing that 
work with their own delivery systems, and 
yet make money. It claims several of the 
arge department stores and dry ego0ods 
houses have promised thein patronage to it. 

The plan of the company is to have a cen- 
tral depot in the heart of the business dis- 
trict to which ail parcels will be taken 
from the stores, by wagons operated especi- 
ally for the purpose and calling at each 
Store at frequent intervals. At the depot, 
the parcels will be assorted according to 
their destination. This will facilitate deliv- 
ery, as one wagon can deliver all the par- 
cels in its particular district. In this way 
the tremendous delivery work of the down- 
town stores will be performed with fewer 
men, horses and wagons, and, consequent- 
ly, less expense than at present. 

The company will operate on a cash basis 
and will not keep any books. It will have a 
stamp system, and the charges for the de- 
livery of parcels will be uniform, Its pa- 
trons will buy as many stamps as they 
wish and will place one stamp upon eVery 
perors of @oods it may have for delivery.
